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BAGDAD RAILWAY'S FUTURE. 
The construction of a railwsy from Konia 
to Bagdad by a German syndicate, for which 
thé concession from the Saltan of Turkey was 
ibtained in 1903, is rapidly approaching comple 
tion, and it is apnoanced on semi-cflicial ao- 
hority that the whole line can te built 
without any appeal for foreign financial sop- 
port. This line, with its many branches and 
ramifications, was intended to be an extension 
“in the direction of the Persian i:'e jor of the 
Anatolian Railway, ths ¢»ncestion for which 
was transferred to the present syndicate by 
he original Anatolien Company. This syndi- 
cate, it may be added, is composed of some of 
the wealthiest fiasscial houses in Germany, 
and is the direct oatorwme of the visit of the 
Emperor William to the Sultan in 1898. The 
first section of the exteosion towards Bagdad 
wxs completed in 1904, and comprieed 125 
mi'es of land between Konia and the small 

ttlement of Bregli. ww

from Koaia to Bagiad will rever pay its 
way, the traffi: that is likely t) ba attracted 
to the line being insoffixient to pay the ex- 
penses of transport. This being ths case, the 
altimate exteasion of the line from 
to tha Persian Galf was bound to take place, 
and thie was probably in the minds of those 
responsible for the railway wheo first they 
took the project. io hand. It is, indeed, a 
paramoant necessity. Even granting ths fact 
that the coantry throagh which this aztension 
to the Galf will pass is in some parts little 
more than « barren desert, the fact that ano 
oatlet to the sea will be provided for the trade 
of the interior greatly improves the chances of 
the line some day paying its way. 

Even with this exteasion in working order, 
however, the line will have to face the severe 
competition of the native boatmen on the 
rivers, who poses at the preseat time the 
monopoly of the carrying trade of the Per- 
sian Galf. Can the railway hope to offer 
such rates as will indace prodocers and mer- 
chants to patrobise it in preference to the 
ecomewhat slower river transport! It seems 
as though the answer to this qaestion mast 
be in the negative. This trade consists for 
the most part of grain and grass, bolky 
merchandise to handle, which is now con- 
veyed for rates that to the Baropean miod 
seem impossibly low. If the railway cannot 
hope to meet this situation, and it is very 
diffcalt to see how it can, then the line is 
toredoomed to failare. 

The constraction of a line from Bagdad 
being, from the point of view of the conces 
siooaires, absolately essential, the qnestion of 
the precise spot on the Galt where « new mo- 
dera port shal be created at once arises, and 
it is bere that fatere trouble promises to arise. 
Great Britain is vitally interested in this ques- 
tien, and those charged with the protestion of 
her interests cannot possibly allow this mstter 
to escape them. ‘The German syndicate hiots 
at « port on the Khor Abdallah. This is o 
shallow arm of the Galf beset with dangerous 
tand-banks, and gradoally silting ap at the 
entrance. A more unlikely place for the 
establishment of @ large port it would be almost 
impossible to imagine. ‘There are at the 
present time, it is trae, a few castoms stations 
maintained alvog thé Khor, bat the arrival of 
a vessel of any size is a matter for languid 
astonishment on the part of the few local of 
ficials. There cac be no doubt that the real 
objective of the railway is Koweit, and it is 
certain that every effort will be made to 
achieve this ambition. At Koweit, however, 
British interests are sapreme, and if a concession 
of any kind is to be granted there it is surely 
Great Britain that should receive it. It is per 
missible under these circumstances to seck 
from the Government some assurance that no 
great Continental Power will be permitted to 
acquire such a there, at the head of 
the Persian Galf, that it will be able to create, 
without let or bindrance a first-class port and 
coaling station for ity fleat, as Koweit stands

In the Honse of Commons last week Mr, 
Dillon asked the Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
whether he had any official information to 
the effect that a native had been killed by 
British soldiers near tha village of Sersine on 
Jane 13th last ; whether a secret military 
inqairy was now being held ; and, if so, why 
the enqairy was secret, and why was it not 
he'd by the ordinary tribunal. 

Mr. Ranciman : The dead body ofa native 
was discoverei at Sersina, and it was alleged 
that the deceased had been chased and strack 
by two soldiers. As British -o'diers are only 
amenable to martial lawin Byypt, the matter 
bas basen dealt with by a military ocoort of 
inquiry, bat the information obtained does not 
point to the conclusion that the man was 
killed by a soldier. I believe that sach inqairies 
are not asually held in public. 

"HE DENISHWAI AFFPRAY. 

Mr. Ranciman, replying to Mr. Dillon, who 
asked qaestions regarding the measures adopt- 
ed against the villagers of Denishwai in conse- 
quence of the events of Jane 13th, said the 
village of Denishwaihad.bsen deprived of an 
omdsh, and had been attached to the adjacent 
village of Aba Kallos.

THE PRESS IN EGYPT. 


THE NECESSITY FOR REPRESSIVE 
MEASURES. 


Writing to Sir Edward Grey on May 21 last 
with reference to the Boundary disparate, Lord 
Cromer says : — 


In a separate despatch of to-day's date | 
dwell on the feelings which recent events had 
evoked amongst the Moslem population of 
this country. I may perhaps with advantage 
adda féw remarks on this subject. 

It is perfectly nataral that. an Opposition 
shoold exist in Egypt. Moreover, in view of 
the fall liberty granted to the press, of the 
stimalas which for the last twenty years and 
more has been given to education, and of 
the fact that the new generation are only 
very partially acquainted with the abuses of 
the past, it can be no matter for sorprise 
that the leaders of the Opposition should for |

responsibility. The point, howe 
worthy of attention is not so much the exist- | 
ence of an opposition, to which no reasonable 
objection can be urged, but rather the grounds 
on which the opposition mainly bases its 
attacks.

no hearty response. The time has not yet 
arrived when an idea so eminently exotic 
can take firm root amongst the Bgyptians. | 
Moreover, although they may be anwilling 


to express their opinions openly, the whole | 


of the thinking and intelligent portion of 
the native population are fally aware that, 
onder existing institutions, fall opportunity » 
is given for an expression of their opinions, | 
and that any radical change of system would 
be prematare, if not absolately dangerous. 
In default of these ordinary, and relatively | 
anobjectionable, methods of attack, the Egypt- 
ian opposition is almost necessarily obligéd , 
to resort to the use of an instrament which, | 
more especially in dealing with a Moslem 


population, most of whom are in a very back- | 


ward state of edacation, is certainly more 
effective than any other—they appeal to reli- 
gious fanaticism. 

In this despatch, most of which, I may 
observe, has been drafted by Mr. Find'ay, 
of whose assistance daring the recent crisis 
I cannot speak too highly, incidental allasion 
has been made to the writings of the Pan- 
Islamic press. I am aware that even the 
most violent of these newspapers occasionally 
make ase of a few conventional éxhort- 
ing Moslems to remain calm ; 1ciliibeared 
advice of this sort, which is metely given 
fur the eake of appearances, does not explain 
away the fact that the general tendency of 
the writing, which has for some long time 
past appeared in these papers, bas been 
a nature to inflame Moslem sentiment against 
Christians and Earopeans. Farther, there can 
be no doubt that this writing hes not been 
discouraged, even if it bas not been actually 
encouraged, by many persons occupying very 
high positiods both inside and outside Egypt. 
That thase utterances have prodaced a certain 
amount of effect, more especially on the more 
igoorant classes io the large towns, cannot be 
doobted. 

Many will ask why shoald not these news- 
papers be sappressed, more especially as the 
existing law, although it has for a long time 
been allowed to remain in abeyance, farnishes 
the Government with complete powers to sup- 
press them ! If [ allade to this s1bj ‘ct, it is 
mainly because the view generally taken as 
regards the liberty of the press in Egypt by 
those most interested—namely, the Egyptians 
themselves—is so wholly different from that 
which most Buropeans, and notably most of 
my owo countrymen, woald think that they 
shoald take, that a few words of explanatioa 
will perhaps not be out of place. The ordinary 
English idea, I coriceive, is that the Egyptians 
value the fall liberty now allowed to the press, 
and would resent any measdre tending to 
impose restrictious on that liberty. My strong 
belief is that the Egyptian view, though it 
would probably not find expression in any of 
the vernacular papers, is qaite different. In 
my Report for the year 1904 (“Egypt No. 1, 
of 1905,” p. 58) | alladed to the fact that in 
1902, and again in 1904, the Egyptian General 
Assembly urged the Government to take strong 
action against the press. I have talked to scores 
of Egyptians on this subject, and | have 
heard their views throogh many other sour- 
ces. I do not think I have ever heard 
a single eapression of opinion in favour 
of the liberty, degenerating into li which 
the vernacular press now erjoys. Oo thé 
hand, | have been urged over and évar again 
to edopt repressive measures, The trath is that 
British policy in this matter is not understood. 
An educated native said a short time ago to 4 
high British official inthe Sudan, “! cannot

anderetand yonr press policy.” The anawer 
was, “Yon will not do so until the Gordon 
Uollege has been in existence for 300 years.” 
Probab! y the time limit was rather andaly long; 
otherwise there is moch trath in the remark. 

I do not make these remarks with a view to 
advocating repressive measures, to which | am, 
for the time being, opposed ; bat ra’her in 
order that the facts of the sitaation should be 
anderstood. | do not think that the failure to 
adopt those measares, in respect to the parti. 
calar section of the Egyptian press to which | 
am now alluding, can be defended on the 
general ground that the Pan-Islamic papers 
do any sort of good to any class whatsoever 
of Egyptian sosiety ; they de no good, while 
the‘harm they do is obvious. | donbt whether 
ip any newepapers in the world it would be 
possible to rival the mendacity of the state- 
mente of fact which appear in these. papers ; 
whilst, as regards opinion, they lead the 
Egyptian pablic in a direction which is the 
very reverse of that dictated by Egyptian inte- 
rests, properly anderstood. Neither can fall 
liberty, in these particalar cases, be defended 
on the ground that, if certain opinions exist, 
they bad better find expresseon rather than be 
sappressed. The Pan-Islamic press is not the 
mouthpiece of opinions which exist. It creates, 
by every process of misrepressutation, opinions 
which woald otherwise be non-existent. 

The grounds for abstention from repressive 
measures are, in my opinion, different from 
any of these. In the first place, I think the 
present Government in Bgypt ought to be, 
and is, quite strong enough to stand on its 
own merits, and to neglect the ravings of the 
Pan-Islamic press. In the second place, as a 
strong advocate of the general principle that 
the press should be free, | think that any 
Goveroment is infringing that principle if it 
bégins to pick and choose between those news- 
papers of which it approves and those of which 
it disapproves. Under a system of government 
such as that which exists in Egypt, and which 
ia necessarily more or less bureaucratic, it i 
most desirable that the -press should be 
free. This freedom, io reapect to the whole 
European press—the writing in which appears 
to me to have greatly improved, not merely 
in tone, but also in ability during the 
last few years—and toa considerable sec- 
tion of the vernacular presse, is, I con- 


| sider, an slmost unmixed benefit to the 


country. [should be sorry to have even the 
appearance of threatening it, I am of opinion, 
therefore, that the Pan-Islamic press should 
be 1 ft alone, for the present at all events, and 
that reliance should be placed on time, and on 
the true facts of the case bsing known, to con- 
vince the Egyptian public of the folly of those 
who preach Pan-Islamism. The efforts of any 
troe reformer in this country should be in the 
direction of creating a fasion, rather than a 
separation, of European and native Bgyptian 


separate them has, at all events, had one good 
effect, and that is to convince the namerous 
nationalities of Europeans residing in Egypt 
that they have a common interest in opposing 
the Pan-Islamic propaganda. 

Whilst holding this opinion at present, how- 
ever, | am not prepared to say that if in 
consequence of the misrepresentations of the 
Pan-Islamic press, any section of the public 
passed from words to deeds, and public tran- 
quillity became seriously menaced, it would 
not ba the duty of the Government to brash 
aside these objections, and to revort to mes- 
sores of repression. I trast the occasion will 
not occar. 

I should add that, however strongly the 
condact of those edacated or semi educated 
men who, by their writings, have excited 
Moslem opicion be condemned, | do not consi- 
der that this condemnation can, with any 
degree of justice, ba extended to those who 
were their dupes. Ona the contrary, | think that 
no impartial person can fail to recognize that 
the Moslems of Egypt have recently been 
placed in « position of mach diffixalty. Their 
raligious sympathies drew them in one direction. 
Their material in‘erests drew them in another 
and absolately opposite direction. Apart from 
the fact that the former is, fora while at all 
events, probably the more powe fal of these 
two sentiments, it is to be observed that it 
can be no matter for surprise that a great 
many of the least edacated classes fai'ed to re- 
cognize the wholly contradictory natare of 
the two aspirations. Many wished the Sultan to 
triamph, because he was a Moslem, and at 
the same time failed to realize that sacha 
triamph would have sounded the death kne!l 
of Egyptian reform, and would have connoted 
a retarn to the abuses of the past. Itis the 
extrame inconsistency of the Oriental mind 
which renders Bas‘ern affairs so diffisalt of 
comprehension, and, I should add, 8) inteest- 
ing to Europeans. 

However this may be, the conclasion to be 
drawa from recent events is abundantly clear. 
A permanent increase will have to take place 
in the nombers of the British garrison. The 
expenditare, over and above‘that which would 
be incurred in the United Kingdom, will be 
paid by the tien Treasory. It is mani- 
featly jast that it shoa'd not fall on the 
British taxpayers. The extra expenditure is to 
ba regretted, as there are many other directions 
in whish more money might with advantage 
be spent in Egypt. But this is a very minor 
consideratioa in comparison with the absolute 
necessity for taking steps to establish confidence 
in the minds of the pablic that order and 
tranqaillity can easily be maintained.

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OPINIONS OF CAIRO NOTABLES, 


NATIVE PRESS ENQUIRY. 


Religions fanaticism and the Legislative 
Council's new paper have engaged the attention 
of “Al-Moayad's” representative in Cairo, who 
has had, within the last few days, a series of 
interviews with several distinguised inhabitants 
—Moslem andChristian—of Cairo. The follow. 
ing is s sommary of fifteen colamna of 
interviews published in the last. two issaes of 
“Al-Moayad,” as leading ait icles. 

Religions fanaticism does not exist in Egypt, 
according to the viaw of several of the notables 
interviewed. ‘We have seen no signs of fanati- 
cism in Ezypt,” eaid Sayid Omar Mokarram, 
bat it is not impossib!e that the Government has 
got evidence to prove that fanaticism does exist 
in this country. ‘The opinion of the Govern- 
ment should be known as regards,this.” 

Neguib Pasha Shakhour points out that 
there is po unusual tronble arising from 
fanaticism in the country. In any differences 
which sometimes occur between natives and 
Scropeans in Egypt the former always rely on 
the Tribunale. ‘We read and hear abonat inci- 
dents taking placej;everywhere in the world,” 
continued Shakhoor Pasha, “and we may 
remark that the incidents which often occor at 
Montmartre, near Paris, are altogether more 
serious than those which take place in Egypt ; 
and as long I would rather pass alone at night 
through Sharia Bi Nabhaseen and the Ssida 
Zenab quarter than throagh the Montmartre 
streets, I can never believe that any fanaticism 
exists in this country. 

“Fanaticism in Egypt,” says Iskander Bey 
Ammoun, advocate of Cairo, “is mach less 
apparent than in any other part of the Orient. 
Yhe fanaticism which is a result of ignorance 
exists generally in the East.” 

“Oriental Moslems and Christians sre all 
fanatical,” says M. Habib Latfaile, a notable 
of Syrian origin,*living in Cairo. 

THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL'S PAPER. 

George Eff. Zaidan, proprietor of “ Al-Hilal,” 
is of opinion that the nation wants a univer- 
sity more than it does a big paper.

POSSIBILITIES OF THE SUDAN. 


We have called the following from one of 
the many London financial papers, and re- 
produce it for what it is worth. ‘The author 
seems to have some very elastic ideas :— 

Sodan as an agricultoral land presents 
large field for safe and sound investment. 
The agricultural land of Sadan is by far 
soperior to the land of Egypt, and it is hoped 


.| by everybody that it will make a better and 


more sure progress. ‘T'be Sudan Delta, which 
is very large in ares, is fertile and promising, 
to such an extent that it makas one forget 
the l&nd of Egypt and expect great things for 
Sodan.”\The Government, after connecting 
Sadan with Egypt by the railway started by 
Lord Kitchener, and with Barope by the Nile 
and Red Sea Railway, is harrying op in 
crossing the different parts of the country 
with the rail lines. She also projects to cross 
Sadan Delta with one or two canals for a dis- 
tance of about 600 miles, and last year sent a 
representative to America to stady the latest 
methods of excavatior, so that she might 
employ them in this great enterprise. That 
Sudan is going to surpass Egypt 

is quite beyond doubt, and I might mention 
Khartoum, the capital of the country, as a 
striking evidence. This city, though it is only 
about five years old, has attained comparative- 
ly a wonderfal success, and the price of its 
land has risen a handred and two handred per 
cent. The city is quite modern in ite arrange 
ments, and the avenues, which represent the 
British flag, are beautifal, spacious, symmet 
cal, and wall constracted. It is recognised 
all visitors as baving, except in America, no 
parallel as a modern city in its sanitary arrange- 
ment and beauty of avenoes, and I presume 
that it is thie which bas resulted in the rise in 
the price of land. 

Khartoum Land Values. 

The square metre is sold now from 12s. to 
£4, and it is believed by many to be a very 
low price still in comparison with tha saccess 
expected for the country. Although now the 
land of this promising city is seizsd firmly by 
financiers and companies, yet there are still 
some central and first-class pieces, which with 
some skill and endeavour can be booght from 
Egyptian and Snodanese owners. As an agrioal- 
tural land, Sadan undoubtedly is very mach 
saperior to Egypt or any other agricultural 
country. Various Eogliah and Ezyptian finan: 
ciers are flocking to the Sadan, and rashing 
apon its jand, bat the Government is against 
specalation and she does her best to discourage 
them, and the oaly fiaanciers and companies 
who are doing real business are those who 
have got permanent representatives in the 
country to watch the affairs and 


Seize the opportunities 
when they occur. 


By the way, as to the land question, I 
should not omit to mention Cypras—an island 
in the eastern basin of the Mediterranean, 
between 30” 33’ and 35° 41° north latitode, 
and between 32° 20’ and 40° 33’ east longitade, 
about 200 miles from Port Said. It is the 
third largest island in the Mediterrenean. . | 
was very much impressed on visiting the island 
last summer by the cheapness of its land. The 
Government( English )has constracted a railway 
from Famagasta, the intended port of the 
island,to Nicosia,its capftal,and is constracting 
a port in Famagusta. As yet the people there 
are asleep, and the land of Famagusta is still 
very cheap. ‘The agricultaral land is also good 
avd cheap. Famagusta, which, as it is ra- 
moured, is becoming as head port and a 
naval station, is a very ancient and historically 
interesting city. Its o!d rains, when they 
become known to tourists,are alone anflicient to 
secure for it a ‘ 
Rapid and Prosperous Growth, 

The island, on the whole, might be said 
to be very interesting. Its sammer resort, 
Mount Troodos, is fascinating, being a forest 
of pines, and its top, which is called Mount 
Olympus, is about 6,£00 ft. above sea level, 
overlooking beautiful scenery. From what | 
saw in the island, I had every evidence that it 
is going to grow, and that the cheapness of 
its lands at present gives a most lucrative 
opportanity. Sir William Wiloocks, in his 
capacity as chairman of the Anglo-Bgyptian 
Land Allotment Company, only a few months 
since introiaced to the island the enterprise of 
Establishing an Agricultural Bank 
at Famagusta similar tothe Agricultural Bank 
of Egypt. Sir W. Wilcocks also boaght some 
thirty thousand acres of land from the Govern- 
ment, and he is introducing important irriga- 
tion works to the island ; bat the opportanities 
there are still abandant, as the natives are
